The author of this rare and carious work (which was burnt at Nantes by the Public 
Executioner) was, according to Leibnitz, the famous Capucin Father, Yves de Paris. 
This original edition, which was printed at the expense of the Marquis d’Asserat, is 
much sought after by the curious, as in the reprint the predictions respecting Eu rope, 
the sole cause of the work being condemned to the flames, were entirely omitted. 
Amongst the predictions to England arc, in 1666, “Magna Calamitas’* (the year of the 
Great Fire of London); in 1691, “ Magna Reipublicae Turbatio ’* (General Ginkcl’s wars 
in Ireland ; in 1705, “ Ad versa Omnia’* (a mistake, witness the successes of the Duke 
of Marlborough and Earl of Peterborough) ; in 1756, “Minatur Maximum Excidium** 
(war declared against France).

Sir James Melvil states that his brother Sir Kobert, when 
endeavouring to reconcile the two Queens, Elizabeth and Mary, met with one Ba9santin, 
a man learned in the high sciences, who told him that all his labour would be in vain.

The Euclid, written so 
far as the text goes, in large letters with the commentary in smaller 
letters, must be set down to the end of the thirteenth century. The 
text of the translation is that which is ascribed to Adelard of Bath, 
who wrote it early in the twelfth century, when he was studying 
Greek and Arabic writers in Naples. As for the comment of 
Campanus of Novara, this MS. is sufficient to prove that it was written 
in the thirteenth century, and that the statements in several 
biographical dictionaries concerning the author, that he flourished 
“ about 1300 ” must be corrected. Libri was no doubt right in saying 
that he was secretary to Pope Urban 1Y about 1260. 

Such an early and complete MS. of Euclid as the above is hardly 
to be found outside the public libraries. It formerly belonged to the 
monastery of St. Martin’s at Tournai, and is mentioned by Antonins 
Sanderus in his Bibliotheca Belgica, 1641.

This work is an attempt to illustrate the history of the coronation of the Sovereigns 
of England from the earliest times to the present. Twenty-nine documents have been 
collected ; and, so far as possible, the transcripts have been made from contemporary 
manuscripts. Of the coronation services themselves, the following may be noted : 

(1.) The first recension of the service has been taken from a hitherto unedited 
manuscript at Rouen, which contains a much better text of the service than that 
usually presented. 

(2.) The fourth recension is taken from the Liber RegdUs in the custody of the 
Dean of Westminster. This particular manuscript, it is believed, has never yet been 
edited ; and in this edition the text of the rubrics has been collated with those in the 
copies in the Bodleian Library and the University Library at Cambridge. Thus there 
have been gathered on each page the three variants of the rubrics found in this recension. 

(3.) The Coronation service of King Charles I, which is taken as the representa¬ 
tive of the Stewart translation of the Liber Regalis is also published for the first time 
from the manuscript Harl. 5222. in the British Museum. This service has already 
been printed for the Henry Bradshaw Society, but from a somewhat confused text. 

(4.) The coronation of King James II is also now printed and published for the 
first time. The manuscript edited is the copy which Archbishop Sancroft made for his 
own use. 

(5.) The Coronation order of KiDg William III and Queen Mary II, though 
already printed privately for the Henry Bradshaw Society, is now published for the 
first time. 

Of the illustrative documents the following, it is believed, have not been fully 
printed before:— 

(1.) The Letter of Pope John XXII to King Edward II on the coronation oil, 
which is important in showing that the legend of the delivery of the oil by the Blessed 
Virgin to Thomas Becket was current early in the fourteenth century. 

(2.) The proceedings of the Court of Claims of Richard II, the earliest known 
minutes of that court. 

(3.) An account of the coronation of Richard III from a MS. in the Bodleian 
Library. 

C4.) An inventory of the regalia at Westminster, taken in 1606. 

It will be seen from the table of contents that all the ceremonies are represented 
in the collection; there is also an introduction which deals with the history of the 
secular as well as the religious portions of the coronation. The introduction contains 
a description of the various services due from nobles and tenants-in-chief at the 
coronation; and it is also furnished with comparative tables, by which the changes and 
development of the ceremonies can be seen at a glance. 

A translation has been added to the Latin and Anglo-French documents. 

Mr. W. H. St John Hope has written a note on the “ Cap of Maintenance,” in 
which he has described the history and manner of the investiture of peers. 

The whole work constitutes a full collection of coronation precedents. 

The illustrations include a reproduction in colours of the picture of an English 
coronation at Corpus Christi College, Cambridge, and a photo-gravure of the corona¬ 
tion of St. Edmund in a manuscript belonging to Captain Holford; and also repro¬ 
ductions in collotype from the manuscript life of St. Edward in the University Library 
at Cambridge. The Crown of Queen Edith, which is represented from a portrait of 
Queen Henrietta Maria in the National Portrait Gallery, has not, it is thought, been 
noticed before. A feature of the illustrations will be the coronation chair.

The author’s object in giving the book to the public has been a hope that to those 
who already know the Tower some fresh knowledge may perhaps be added to their 
acquaintance of that noble old pile ; and that to those who do not know it, the 
admirable illustrations taken from the building itself, and the reproduction of old views 
and scenes connected with the Tower, will enable them to realize its incomparable 
historic interest. * 

The author has narrated only what is of undoubted authority as regards the 
histoiy of the Tower, no attempt having been made to adorn the facts which the old 
Chronicles have given us by imagining incidents or stories for which there is not 
authentic evidence. 

Note. —To the English race the Tower of London will always be the most interesting 
of its Monuments ; for it forms a group of buildings that for eight centuries has been 
the very heart of the English capital, and, since the victor of Hastings raised the great 
Keep—or White Tower-through all the succeeding centuries, the Tower has been 
closely connected with the history of England. 

Although several works—some voluminous, such as the two ponderous quartos by
